How did you make your way to the Eastern Shore of 
Virginia and how did you discover ESCC? 


I was born and raised in Haiti and grew up in a close- 
knit family that cherished education and believed in 
the power of knowledge to unlock opportunities. My 
parents, driven by their commitment to my future, 
decided to apply for a chance to further my education 
in the land of dreams, the United States. 


In June 2018, my father took me to ESCC to register for 
ESL classes. The campus of Eastern Shore Community 
College (ESCC) welcomed me with open arms, offering 
a safe haven for my aspirations. ESCC quickly became 
my beacon of hope, a place where I could nurture my 
dreams and ambitions. 


What were your interests growing up? Did they align 
with your interests now? 


Growing up in Haiti I always had a passion for 
teaching, so I began tutoring local children to help 
provide them with the tools to build brighter futures. 
I was so inspired by witnessing their growth, the spark 
of understanding in their eyes, and the impact of 
knowledge on their lives. 


As I honed my skills as a tutor, I saw many health 
challenges that my students faced such as limited 


access to healthcare, lack of proper nutrition, and 
inadequate living conditions. I realized that my passion 
for education could be merged with my deepening 
interest in medicine to create a powerful force for 
positive change. 


Tell us about some of the challenges that ESCC 
helped you overcome. 


English was my biggest barrier. My ESL instructors and 
their available resources helped me to learn quickly. I 
was so fortunate to have those wonderful people who 
always believed in me and set high expectations for me. 
From ESL to GED to earning my Associates Degree, 
the support that I received at ESCC was incredible. 


Can you describe some of the individuals who were 
most influential and helpful at ESCC? 


Everyone at ESCC had a great influence on my success, 
but I want to specifically mention Ms. Deborah Hennel 
(my GED instructor) who always called me Dr. Carlens. 
She gave me the necessary resources to pass my GED 
test as fast as possible. My advisor 
and chemistry professor, Mrs. 
Sandra Thornton, wrote me great 
letters of recommendation and 
helped me to get into Florida 
International University Honors 
College with the transfer of 
a Bright Futures Scholarship. 
My advisor Dr. Foxworthy 
was exceptional. He saw in me 
something I could not see myself. 
He fueled my passion for science 
and helped me navigate classes 
while I was working full-time. 
He also got me an internship at 
UVAs Coastal Research Center 
in Oyster and another internship 
at ODU with a summer research 
program. 


Describe your path at ESCC and 
since you graduated. 


I tell people that I am an ESCC 
triple alumni! At Eastern Shore 
Community College, I learned 


Eastern Shore Community College 


English, earned my GED, then my Associate of Arts and 
Sciences degree. I transferred to Florida International 
University (Honors College) where I received my BA in 
chemistry in the Pre-Med track. I am currently doing 
research at Herbert Wertheim College of Medicine in 
the department of immunology and nanomedicine lab 
and preparing to go to Kansas City University Medical 
School for the next step on my journey. 


What advice would you give students on shaping 
their own future? 


Dont be afraid to step out of your comfort zone. 
Taking calculated risks allows for growth and can lead 
to unexpected opportunities and experiences. 


Be prepared for challenges and setbacks. Success often 
involves overcoming obstacles. Maintain a resilient 
attitude and keep moving forward. 


Lastly, be patient: achieving your desired future might 
take time. Be patient and trust the process. Overnight 
success is rare, and consistent effort is key.

THE PAPER’S POSITION 


Campaigning for the Nov. 7 local elections has just be- 
gun, but already there are Eastern Shore of Virginia cam- 
paign signs that are in violation of the state code. 

The problem? The candidates’ election signs did not 
specify who paid for the sign. 

Somewhere on the signs should be the following: “Paid 
for by,” or “Authorized by,” followed by the name of the 
candidate or group footing the bill for it. That requirement 
is missing on several area signs. 

It seems like a pretty simple edict to follow. Not comply- 
ing seems like more than just an oversight. 

How can candidates be trusted with the public’s busi- 
ness if they can’t follow rather simple laws ensuring politi- 
cal signage transparency? 

Is that a strong reaction to a minor offense? Probably. 
But during election time we are inundated with all manner 
of campaign advertising. The Stand By Your Ad require- 
ment — the tagline specifying who funded the advertise- 
ment — is ubiquitous. It should be top of mind for any 
political office aspirant. 

The problem, of course, is not limited to the Eastern 
Shore. The Virginia Department of Elections website in- 
cludes several ways of reporting alleged violations. Those 
candidates who did not follow the signage rules could be 
assessed a civil penalty. That’s certainly not what anybody 
wants. 

What we’d rather see is many candidates having an 
earnest discussion of the issues. We want an airing 
of thoughtful ideas on how to improve Eastern Shore 
life. 

We want people who have been sitting on the sidelines 
deciding to get involved with our county governments. 

And when they do, we want them to follow state laws 
when making campaign signage.

The Historic Onancock School 
is first and foremost an art cen- 
ter that rents studio space for a 
variety of artists working in var- 
ious art forms.

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So when the Friends of Onancock 
School (FOS) announced its intention 
to build a performance pavilion on the 
school property, people naturally envi- 
sioned a concert shell showcasing local 
musicians and their art. 

This is clearly not the case, as they 
revealed in a neighborhood meeting 
last December, when they promoted 
the project as a means of generating 
much-needed money for repairs and 
improvements to the school building. 
In fact, this is a commercial project and 
it’s about money, not art. 

Onancock Mayor Fletcher Fosque and 
a majority of the town council seem to 
be determined to see this facility built, 
likely seeing it as a solution to the mil- 
lions of dollars needed for repairs to the 
school, which the town owns, and a way 
to get this monkey off their backs. 

Putting aside the issue of whether 
the FOS has the funds in hand to build 
the pavilion, (they say they do, but 
in their notes from an October meet- 
ing speak of the need to raise between 
$650,000 and $750,000 for the project) 
the real financial questions arise from 
their projections for profit from the 
events held at the facility. 

Their five-year operating plan pro- 
vides for eight events in year one, 10 in 
year two, and 20 in years three, four, 
and five. 

Their financial projections are 


based on ticket prices averaging over 
$42 in the first year and topping $54 
in the fifth year and audience sizes 
ranging from 300 to 600 people per 
performance. 

These are steep prices for a chance 
to sit on a blanket or the lawn chair you 
bring with you, just a few yards from a 
salt marsh, where lots of our notorious 
Eastern Shore mosquitoes breed. 

Ticketmaster’s 2014 Live Event At- 
tendee Study found that almost 80% of 
concertgoers were between the ages of 
18 to 54. In Accomack County (popu- 
lation 33,388 in 2021) around 15,000 
people fall into that age demographic. 

With a median income of just $50,600 
at least half of this group are living from 
paycheck to paycheck, and a ticket of $40 
or more is simply out of reach. 

With this in mind, the HOS projec- 
tions call for selling 8,800 tickets per 
year in years three and four and 10,500 
tickets in year five. 

Assuming that half of residents 
potentially have the discretionary in- 
come, FOS expects to sell at least one 
ticket to every one of them. 

And don’t expect the tourists to 
save the day. Cape Charles has a lively 
summer population. Chincoteague has 
a lively summer population. Onancock? 
Not so much. 

If the mayor and town council would 
take off their rose-colored glasses, they 
would see this project for what it is: a 
boondoggle that will raise no funds for 
the school, and ultimately will end up 
costing the taxpayers of Onancock. 


Those of us who live in the confines 
of the Town of Onancock pay a hefty 
premium in the form of additional re- 
al estate and personal property taxes. 
Is it too much to ask for our elected 
officials to protect their constituents 
from pie-in-the-sky projects that will 
ultimately end up as another millstone 
around the town’s neck?

Prior to his gov- 
ernment retirement, he served many 
years as the head of the Ground and 
Flight Safety Section, and as range 
safety officer. Whether it was Scout, 
Pegasus, sounding rocket campaigns, 
balloons, or U.S. Navy missiles, Jack 
was the driving force behind defining a 
safe way, which allowed missions to be 
approved and conducted. 

Jack always had a passion for Wal- 
lops and its work. He was always cool 
under pressure and a calming influence 
in the Range Control Center, always 
finding a way to pull a rabbit out of a 
hat that allowed him to give a “Go For 
Launch.” He was also a leader in push- 
ing Wallops to embrace new technolo- 
gy. He was a major influence in the de- 
velopment of Control Center computer 
systems and in the development of the 
first mobile range control center that 
enabled command-destruct launches 
worldwide, although he did often frus- 
trate system developers for insisting 
on capabilities that went beyond core 
requirements. When asked if this was 
arequirement, he would say that it was 
more of a “desirement.” NASA thinks 
he invented that word.

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It is no overstatement to say that 
Jack’s “can-do” attitude was key to 
many customers selecting Wallops. 
They found his positive and practical 
safety approach appealing compared to 
other launch sites. He was an interna- 
tional leader in range safety policies, of- 
ten called upon by other federal organi- 
zations and space agencies for guidance. 
Jack was also a mentor to many young 
engineers, some of whom are now lead- 
ers at Wallops. So many of the capabil- 
ities and programs at Wallops today are 
the result of Jack’s work and influence. 


In 2016 he received the Director’s 
Achievement Award. Chosen directly 
by the director of NASA, Jack received 
this award for the many ways he influ- 
enced and improved range safety, not 
only for NASA but for the international 
space launch community. The director 
lauded his unique ability to always find 
a way to pull off a launch when anyone 
else would have stopped it; for pursuing 
and creating technology that changed 
range safety globally; and for being the 
foremost international authority on 
range safety, often being pursued by 
foreign countries to lend his expertise 
and advice to their launch programs. It 
was Jack’s honor to devote his life to the 
passion he loved. 


Jack was preceded in death by his 
loving wife of 38 years, Roxanna Mar- 
shall Parks; his parents, Lester and 
Ethelyne Parks; his son, Marshall 
Broughton Parks, formerly of Mel- 
fa; his brother, Randall “Randy” D.

been found on the beach. 

Cape Charles Police Chief Jim 
Pruitt acknowledged the Aug. 5 bone 
and said it had been sent to the Virgin- 
ia Department of Forensic Science lab- 
oratory for identification. 

“We found a bone and it’s at the 
lab,” Pruitt said. 

He declined to make further com- 
ment, did not address the previous 
bone reportedly found, and did not re- 
turn a follow-up phone call. 

Town Manager John Hozey said he 
was was not familiar with the issue 
and referred questions to Pruitt. 

The Eastern Shore Post filed a Free- 
dom of Information Act request with 
the town seeking police records in- 
volving human bones found within 
Cape Charles municipal limits. 

Cape Charles’ Chesapeake Bay beach 
is one of the town’s premier ameni- 
ties, drawing large crowds of visitors 
each day. 

A representative of the forensic 
lab in Norfolk said it only released 
information to police officers and 
attorneys. 

Wootten said she also was interest- 
ed in the lab findings about the jaw- 
bone, which she found on the area of 
the beach near the statue of Neptune.

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20238-2024 school year is slated to be 
finalized later this month in a compen- 
sation addendum. 

The superintendents’ raises are 
on par with other school staff. Both 
school systems budgeted an average 
7% increase for full-time employees 
this year, their financial officers said. 

The Eastern Shore Post requested 
and received copies of contracts for 
both counties’ superintendents, who 
the school boards appointed earlier 
this year. 

In addition to their salaries, the 
contracts also give a glimpse of the 
perks offered to schools’ chief exec- 
utives, which include transportation 
and cellular phone benefits. 

Both Hall and Martin served as 
assistant superintendents in their 
school systems before taking on the 
schools’ chief roles. The school boards 
appointed both new superintendents; 
the boards did not interview other 
candidates for the job. 

“Dr. Martin came with a signif- 
icant amount of experience,” said 
Northampton County School Board 
Chair Liz Jones. 

Martin had been serving as acting 
superintendent after her predecessor, 
Jaime Cole, resigned unexpectedly af- 
ter five months on the job. 

The Accomack County School Board 
cited similar experience in its decision 
to appoint Hall as superintendent. 

“Dr. Hall has proven her leader- 
ship. She has been with the (Accomack 
County) school system for 34 years,” 
said Accomack School Board Chair 
Ronnie Holden. 

Previous superintendent Chris Hol- 
land also recommended Hall for the 
position. 

Hall had served as interim superin- 
tendent from April to July 2014 and 
in other roles in her longtime career in 
Accomack County schools. 

Northampton County’s previous 
superintendent resigned unexpected- 
ly Dec. 1, 2022, after less than a half- 
year on the job. 

On Dec. 8, 2022, the school board 
gave Martin a contract to serve as act- 
ing superintendent, Jones said. The 
board interviewed and hired Martin in 


January for the superintendent posi- 
tion, she said. 

“We were all confident that Dr. 
Martin was the right person to lead 
our district,” Jones said. 

The Northampton school board held 
interviews before appointing its previ- 
ous superintendents, Cole and Eddie 
Lawrence, she said. 

Martin signed a contract this Jan. 
26 that extends through June 30, 
2026. 

Yearly salary increases for Mar- 
tin’s position are 2%, “or no less than 
the average increase approved by the 
(Northampton County School) Board 
for instructional personnel,” accord- 
ing to the contract. 

Martin’s contract includes $600 
for a monthly automobile allowance, 
which allows “private purposes and 
travel required in the performance of 
her official duties.” 

It also provides cell phone service 
for the superintendent. 

Martin oversees 303 full-time em- 
ployees in the Northampton school 
system, which has 1,368 students at 
four schools, Jones said. 

The school system passed a budget 
of nearly $31 million for the 2023- 
2024 school year. 

The Accomack school board an- 
nounced Hall’s appointment as super- 
intendent June 21. Hall signed a con- 
tract June 20 that extends through 
June 30, 2027. 

The previous superintendent in- 
terviewed for the position, at which 
time Hall had also interviewed, Hold- 
en said. 

Her starting salary is $176,981 
and may be adjusted in future school 
years, according to the contract. 

The contract also provides her 
with a vehicle for business use only 
and a cell phone for school-related 
business. 

Hall oversees around 850 total full- 
time employees in the Accomack Coun- 
ty school system, which has an average 
daily enrollment of 4,589 students at 
11 schools, according to Accomack 
schools’ Director of Finance Beth 
Onley. 

The school system adopted an oper- 
ating budget of almost $65 million for 
the 2023-2024 school year, not includ- 
ing federal and state grants, she said.

County may nix permit required to have fun 


Scofflaw music and festival organizers without necessary permit could face jail time

The Accomack County Board of 
Supervisors will consider repealing 
a little-used law requiring organizers 
to apply for a special entertainment 
permit to hold music events and fes- 
tivals during a public hearing next 
month. 

Under the law, organizers must ob- 
tain a permit from the county before 
holding a gathering “for the purpose 
of listening to or participating in en- 
tertainment that consists primarily of 
musical renditions” outdoors and out- 
side of incorporated town limits. 


The rule aims to ensure “pub-

lic health, safety and general wel- 
fare of the citizens and inhabitants 
of the county,” but could carry heavy 
consequences. 

Failing to apply for and receive a 
permit before holding such an event 
is a class 1 misdemeanor, accord- 
ing to county code, which could earn 


out-of-compliance organizers up to 12 
months in jail or a $2,500 fine. 

“That could happen unless we work 
on this ordinance,” said Board Chair 
Robert Crockett during the supervi- 
sors’ July meeting. 

“T think we need to be very careful 
with this,” Supervisor Donald Hart 
said at the meeting. 

Since the law was enacted sever- 
al decades ago, only two organizers 
have applied for the permit, Accomack 
County Supervisor Mike Mason said. 
Both applications were this year. 

The supervisors considered amend- 
ing the rule during their meeting last 
month and continued the discussion 
during their meeting this week. 


“Are we trying to create a solution 
when there’s no problem?” Crockett 
said during Wednesday’s meeting be- 
fore the board proposed repealing the 
section of Accomack County code. 

The supervisors plan to a public 
hearing on the proposed repeal of the 
rule on Wednesday, Sept. 20, at 6:30 
p.m. in the Board Chambers of the 
Accomack County Administration 
Building, 23296 Courthouse Ave., in 
Accomac. 

Members of the public are invited 
to comment on the proposed change 
during the hearing.

‘“We’re accidental farmers 


A $3-a-pound self-pick blueberry business continues a tasty Hacksneck tradition

When Arlington residents Charles 
and Helene Danner bought property 
on Mason Beach Road, they were look- 
ing for a quiet spot on the water. 

The Danners are now in their sec- 
ond year owning and running Mason 
Beach Farm, a pick-your-own blueber- 
ry business that became an Eastern 
Shore institution before closing its 
gates in 2017. 

The farm is open for business, 8 
a.m. to dusk, seven days a week. 

“We’re accidental farmers,” said 
Helene Danner, a retired language 
teacher. 

“We came here just with the inten- 
tions of retiring and enjoying the wa- 
ter,” said Charles Danner, who was a 
U.S. Air Force pilot. 

When the COVID-19 pandemic hit, 
Charles Danner could no longer cross 
the border to visit the couple’s home 
in Canada, where Helene Danner is a 
dual citizen. 

That lead them to Google Earth, 
where they found a farm tucked miles 
down the back roads of Hacksneck. 

The Danners moved to the farm 
June 27, 2022, and reopened the pick- 
your-own blueberry business that Ju- 
ly 6, a few days after the farm’s long- 
time caretaker visited. 

“If it hadn’t been for Don, there 
wouldn’t be a blueberry farm,” 
Charles Danner said, referencing Don 
Fogle. “He convinced us that this 
would be something for the communi- 
ty to re-open.” 

Three generations of locals have 
visited Mason Beach Farm, but the or- 
chard dates back the 1960s, when Tom 
Byrne purchased the property and 
began planting blueberries “in a big 


way,” Danner said. 

Byrne brought several varieties of 
blueberries from South Carolina, in- 
cluding the farm’s well-known rab- 
biteye berries. He also added pears, 
peaches, plums, and apples in or- 
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chards that still stand on the farm. 

In 1999, George and Joyce Foster 
bought the property and ran the pick- 
your-own business until George Foster 
passed away in 2016. The farm closed 
to visitors the next year.

Though the Danners are not sure 
when Mason Beach Farm opened to 
the public, they said three generations 
of residents have shared their memo- 
ries of visiting the farm.

“Tt’s a local tradition to come 
here,” Charles Danner said. 
Since re-opening the business last 


summer, the Danners have carried on 
the tradition of welcoming customers 


to pick their own blueberries while 
adding their own flair to the farm. 
They no longer use pesticides, and 
Charles Danner planted 100 blueber- 
ry seedlings last year. 

He said he plans to add 500 more 
this year to grow the farm for future 
generations. 

“Tt means that this thing will be 
available for the future. That’s our 
plan — to turn this over to whoever 
comes next and continue the tradi- 
tion, because it is a special place,” he 
said. 


“T think it’s the best-kept secret on 


the Eastern Shore,” Helene Danner 
said. 

Mason Beach Farm is open daily 
from 8 a.m. to dusk for visitors to 
pick their own blueberries. A small 
shed by the parking area has buckets 
and bags to hold the fruit, as well as 
bug spray to use. 

Guests should bring cash to pay 
for the $3-a-pound berries, which 
they weigh and pay for in the shed. 
The Danners recommend wearing 
long sleeves to avoid the bugs and 
packing plenty of water. 

Blueberries should be bountiful 
for a few more weeks, with smaller 
harvests typically available through 
Labor Day, they said.

Upper Shore 


Flounder fishing on the seaside 
remains remarkably consistent for 
this late in the season, as the fish 
continue to be caught in decent 
numbers inside the inlets from 
the last hour of the incoming tide 
through the first hour of the out- 
going tide, particularly in pockets 
of clear water. Top and bottom rigs 
baited with Berkley Gulp Swimming 
Mullet and a live minnow or frozen 
silverside have been the most con- 
sistent bait set-ups. 

Flounder fishing on the inshore 
ocean wrecks are producing a more 
consistent size class of flounder, 
as well as gray triggerfish, sheeps- 
head, black sea bass, and Spanish 
mackerel. 

The offshore waters are produc- 
ing yellowfin tuna, dolphin (mahi), 
and an occasional bigeye tuna. 
White and blue marlin releases have 
also been recently recorded.

Late summer red drum run begins 


Action in the upper Chesapeake 
Bay continues to be on the slow 
side as high water temperatures 
have produced lethargy in most of 
the bay’s species. Bottom fishing is 
producing primarily panfish, such 
as spot and small croakers, with the 
occasional bluefish, flounder, and 
gray trout. 

Black drum and sheepshead re- 
main possibilities over rocky or 
shell-covered bottoms. One angling 
highlight has been the start of the 
late afternoon/early evening red 
drum bite. 


Wachapreague 


Captain Lindsay Paul, aboard the 
charter vessel Almost Persuaded, 
confirmed that the flounder fish- 
ing bite remains “good,” as long as 
there is clear water. Berkley Gulp 
and live minnows continue to be the 
most productive baits. 

One flounder, caught inside the 
inlet last week, weighed an impres- 
sive 8 pounds, 8 ounces. Flounder 
action on the ocean wrecks also con- 
tinues to be productive. Captain 
Paul said that blue water anglers 
were catching tuna and mahi mahi, 
with an occasional billfish, while 
deep droppers have been boating 
good numbers of tilefish. 


Lower Shore 


Dan Bell, at Oceans East-East- 
ern Shore described the cobia bite 
as “steady” over the week, even as 
the end of the season is in sight. 
Cobia are continuing to become 
more structurally oriented and 
can be found congregating around 
the pilings of the Chesapeake Bay 
Bridge-Tunnel, as well as around 
the lower bay and inshore ocean 
buoys. Anglers chumming and bot- 
tom fishing are still boating some

keeper-sized fish. 

Flounder fishing around the 
bridge-tunnel’s third island and 
around the high-rise section was 
described as “good,” with some of 


the flatfish qualifying for citation 
awards. 

The late evening red drum bite 
has been consistent, with the best 
action occurring after sunset.

Schools of Spanish mackerel have 
been encountered on the south side 
of the bridge-tunnel, with the fish 
hitting fast-trolled Clark Spoons in 
the #0 and #00 sizes. 

Closer to shore, speckled trout 
catches are starting to increase in 
Hungars Creek, while puppy drum 
are starting to be encountered in 
the shallow portions of the Ditch. 

Jeb Brady, at Bailey’s Bait and 
Tackle, began his report with the 
consistent flounder action occur- 
ring through the week, as anglers 
reported some larger fish along the 
bridge-tunnel and inside the Ditch. 

Limits of flounder were reported 
for anglers drifting or slow trolling 
Berkley Gulp and cut bait. Spanish 
mackerel action inside the bay was 
described as “real good” for anglers 
trolling spoons behind planers from 
the Cabbage Patch north to the 
Cherrystone Reef. 


Jeb reported that the cobia fish- 
ery has slowed, with anglers report- 
ing seeing fish but not being able to 
get them to take a bait. He said that 
there should be an influx of fish mi- 
grating down from the upper bay as 
the season progresses. 

The evening bite of trophy-sized 
red drum has begun off buoy 42, 
down to the waters around buoy 36. 
Anglers have registered release ci- 
tations while using fresh chunks of 
spot and croaker for bait. Catches 
from the lower bay piers have in- 
cluded small croaker, spot, and rib- 
bonfish.

New initiative tries to protect menhaden

A new attempt is underway to pro- 
tect the Chesapeake Bay from damag- 
ing fishing methods and over-harvest- 
ing of menhaden, a food source for fish 
like striped bass and birds like osprey. 

Many Virginia and Maryland recre- 
ational fishermen claim menhaden are 
overfished because, over the last de- 
cade, they have witnessed the decline 
of populations of menhaden and the 
fish that feed on menhaden. 

The public was alerted to the issue 
when thousands of dead fish — most- 
ly menhaden — washed up on East- 
ern Shore beaches three times in July 
2022. 

Ocean Harvesters, a fishing compa- 
ny that works for Canadian-based cor- 
poration Omega Protein, claimed re- 
sponsibility for two fish spills. 

Local efforts to stop the fish spills 
through state regulation did not go as 
planned. 

Recreational fishermen and oth- 
er conservation-minded individuals 
banded together to advocate for a ban 
on menhaden reduction fishing in the 
Chesapeake Bay in Virginia. The prac- 
tice is already banned in Maryland. 

It’s called reduction fishing because 
the menhaden are reduced to make 
products such as animal feed, bait, and 
fish oil health supplements. 

Instead of an outright ban, a com- 
promise was offered: prohibiting purse 
seine fishing — which involves a large 
net closing around fish like a purse — on 
the days before and the days of Memorial 
Day, Labor Day, and Independence Day. 

The preceding days were chosen be- 
cause one to three days typically pass 
before a dead fish rises to the surface 
and begins to float toward shore. 

The proposal also included prohib- 
iting purse seine fishing one nautical 
mile from shore, since net breaks are 
more likely to occur in shallow waters, 
and within one half-mile of either side 
of the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel.

In December 2002, the Virginia Ma- 
rine Resources Commission approved 
a measure similar to the one proposed. 

However, the approved measure was 
not an enforceable regulation but a mem- 
orandum of understanding between 
VMRC and the menhaden fishery — an 
agreement that is not necessarily legally 
binding. 

The Southern Maryland Recreational 
Fishing Organization, a nonprofit with 
members in both Maryland and Virginia 
near the Chesapeake Bay, responded with 
a lawsuit. 

The lawsuit contends that VMRC act- 
ed unlawfully when it “rubber-stamped” 
the new menhaden catch limit from the 
Atlantic Interstate Commission, which 
could actually increase the annual catch 
of menhaden by 21,000 metric tons. 

Now additional action is underway, in 
the form of a petition to VMRC. 

According to a press release, the peti- 
tion was filed by Bill Dunn, “an avid fish- 
erman who has lived on two of the major 
rivers off the Chesapeake Bay for most of 
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his life.” 

Instead of focusing on the locations 
and dates when purse seine fishing is al- 
lowed, the petition targets the nets that 
catch the fish. 

One purse seine net is 1,400 feet long, 
weighs 500 pounds, and extends as much 
as 60 feet deep into the bay. 

Fishing in open waters using purse 
seine nets is “generally considered to be 
an efficient form of fishing” as long as 
the nets do not touch the bottom, accord- 
ing to the petition. 

However, the purse seine nets are 
deeper than many of the areas of the 
Chesapeake Bay in which menhaden are 
fished. 

When fishing in shallow waters, the 
large, heavy nets drag across the bay bot- 
tom, ripping up seagrass and other ma- 
rine plants. 

This practice also damages the nets, 
leading to tears and fish spills like one 
that happened on the Eastern Shore last 
summer. 

The petition requests VMRC to reg-

ulate the use of purse seine nets in the 
shallow waters of the Chesapeake Bay. 

Dunn suggested a regulation to VM- 
RC: A purse seine net may be used only in 
waters at least 5 feet deeper than the net. 

“We need to protect Virginia shore- 
lines, and the striped bass and other spe- 
cies that depend on these fragile seagrass 
habitats, from what is a damaging meth- 
od of harvest,” said Jaclyn Higgins, for- 
age fish program manager for the Theo- 
dore Roosevelt Conservation Partner- 
ship, which endorsed the petition. 

Mike Waine, Atlantic fisheries pol- 
icy director for the American Sport- 
fishing Association, said, “The peti- 
tion provides common-sense solutions. 
... We hope the industrial menhaden 
fishing industry can agree to such rea- 
sonable conservation measures as they 
tout their sustainable stewardship.” 

The petition may be viewed on the 
Virginia Regulatory Town Hall web- 
site, and public comments will be ac- 
cepted until Aug. 21.

High-speed internet buildout continues

A project that is expanding high- 
speed internet access to 80% of homes 
on Virginia’s Eastern Shore is two- 
thirds complete. 

The Eastern Shore of Virginia 
Broadband Authority has provided ac- 
cess to nearly 3,000 additional homes 
in Accomack County and 468 have 
connected, said Executive Director 
of the Broadband Authority Robert 
Bridgham in an update to the Acco- 
mack County Board of Supervisors on 
Wednesday, Aug 17. 

The effort will ultimately bring over 
250 miles of new fiber to the Eastern 
Shore, providing a chance to connect 
to high-speed internet to over 11,000

additional homes, according to ESV- 
BA’s website. 

“Broadband is a really important 
tool,” Bridgham said of the buildout, 
which began last June and is slated to 
end in May 2024. 

The project comes thanks to $15.6 
million in Virginia Telecommunication 
Initiative funds that the Virginia De- 
partment of Housing and Community 
Development awarded during its 2022 
VATI grant cycle. 

Accomack and Northampton coun- 
ties and the ESVBA provided $3.3 mil- 
lion in matching funds to pursue the 
VATI grant. 

It is bringing high-speed internet to 
14 areas in Accomack and Northamp- 
ton counties. 

In Accomack, the project includes 


Greenbackville and Captains Cove; 
New Church and Horntown; Sanford; 
west Hallwood, west Bloxom, and west 
Parksley; Harborton, Hacksneck, and 
Craddockville; Wachapreague and 
Coal Kiln; and Upshurs Neck, Quinby, 
and Bells Neck. 

In Northampton, it includes Occo- 
hannock Neck and south of Exmore; 
Birdsnest and east of Wilsonia Neck; 
Cape Charles; Seaview and south of 
Cheriton; Capeville; Arlington, Sand 
Hill, and Cheapside; and Kiptopeke 
and Townsend. 

Accomack and Northampton coun- 
ties partnered with the Broadband 
Authority to apply for another VATI 
grant last year, but the group was not 
among the 14 applicants to receive the 
funding. 


They plan to apply for a VATI grant 
again in 2024, as well as seek fund- 
ing through the new Broadband Equi- 
ty, Access, and Deployment Program 
funded by the federal Infrastructure 
Investment and Jobs Act that Presi- 
dent Joe Biden signed into law in 2021. 

“It is grant season and we are going 
to try to finish off the Eastern Shore 
and get 100% coverage,” Bridgham 
said.

Town closer to sewage treatment solution

Hampton Roads Sanitation District 
held a kickoff meeting to discuss de- 
signs for Chincoteague’s Sunset Bay 
sewage treatment facility last month. 

The target date to complete the de- 
sign is mid-September, with a goal 
to finish construction on the project 
by August 2024, said Town Manager 
Mike Tolbert in an update to the Chin- 
coteague Town Council last week. 

HRSD will own and operate the fa- 
cility, which upgrades the old plants 
at Sunset Bay and could eventually 
serve a larger portion of the commer- 
cial area downtown and along Maddox 
Boulevard. 

“The downtown area is very limit- 
ed because a lot of the properties are 
built really close to the property line,” 


Tolbert said. “They really don’t have 
any land area to develop sewage” treat- 
ment facilities. 

“This will give them a viable op- 
tion to expand their business and give 
us a way to have some other types of 
businesses that we don’t already have 
downtown,” he said. 

HRSD’s July kick-off meeting ad- 
dressed project specifics, including the 
plant’s capacity, need for noise control 
due to its proximity to residents, se- 
curity, and aesthetics so designs will 
match the character of the neighbor- 
hood, Tolbert said. 

While the project dates back sever- 
al years, efforts to address Chincote- 
ague’s wastewater needs have been de- 
cades in the works. 

In 2011, the town created a com- 
mittee to make recommendations to 
the town council about its wastewater

needs. 

In a final report in 2018, it conclud- 
ed the entire island should not, at that 
time, transition from individual sep- 
tic and private treatment systems toa 
single public utility. 

It identified the commercial areas 
on Main Street and Maddox Boulevard 
as targets for initial public sewage 
treatment efforts. 

In addition to the Sunset Bay prop- 
erty, five or six businesses are already 
connected to the Sunset Bay sewage 
treatment facility, Tolbert said. 

The existing facility can treat 
around 39,000 gallons of wastewa- 
ter per day, but permits allow an ad- 
ditional capacity of 37,000 gallons at 
the site, he said, allowing additional 
businesses to eventually connect to the 
sewage treatment system. 

Chincoteague was part of a 2020 
Circuit Court decision to include all of 
Accomack County in an extension of 
the sanitation district’s service area. 

HRSD is constructing a system of 
sewer pipes approximately 121,000 
feet long south of the island, between 
Accomac and Nassawadox. 

In November 2020, Todd Bur- 
bage, of Blue Water Development, ap- 


proached the town about the town po- 
tentially acquiring Sunset Bay Condo- 
miniums’ sewage facility. 

After three-quarters of speakers 
named public sewage a priority during 
a July 2021 public hearing about how 
to spend Chincoteague’s American 
Rescue Plan Act funds, the town con- 
tacted HRSD to propose the group as- 
sume ownership and operation of the 
Sunset Bay plant. 

HRSD agreed to accept the facility 
and permits from the town and to op- 
erate the plant with existing custom- 
ers, with potential to develop addi- 
tional capacity. 

Chincoteague plans to reach a final 
agreement with HRSD in the next few 
weeks, Tolbert said. The town is using 
ARPA funding to pay for needed up- 
grades to the facility. 

“Obtaining this plant is a way to get 
HRSD to get here and expand here so 
we can get their services,” he said. 

Tolbert said additional state fund- 
ing could be available for the project 
once the Virginia General Assembly fi- 
nalizes its budget. 

“We're still hopeful that that mon- 
ey will come through,” he said. 


Beehive distribution 
program announced 


The Virginia Department of Agri- 
culture and Consumer Services will 
accept applications for the 2023 Bee- 
hive Distribution Program from Aug. 
28 through Sept. 12. 

The program provides free equip- 
ment for assembling new beehives 
to Virginia residents. Qualified ap- 
plicants are selected at random from 
qualifying applications received 
during the application period. 

Individuals who are Virginia resi- 
dents and 18 years of age or older at 
the time an application is submitted 
are eligible to receive beehive units. 


Recipients of beehive units must 
assemble the equipment and occupy 
it with a colony of honey bees with- 
in one year of receiving the equip- 
ment. VDACS does not provide hon- 
ey bees or equipment for managing 
the hives, such as personal safe- 
ty equipment or honey processing 
equipment.

Town seeks reimbursement for NASA wells

A proposed change to federal legis- 
lation that would have allowed NASA 
to reimburse Chincoteague for relocat- 
ing its town wells off NASA property 
at Wallops failed to pass. 

Though the amendment was not in- 
cluded in the National Defense and 
Authorization Act, federal represen- 
tatives for this district are confident 
the language can be included in a fu- 
ture bill, said Town Manager Mike Tol- 
bert in an update to the Chincoteague 
Town Council last week. 

“Speaking to the staff, they all feel 
like we’ll get this included in some leg- 
islation that must pass at some point,”

Tolbert said. They were “just not able 
to get it this time.” 

Chincoteague and NASA have been 
in discussions about the town’s wells 
since 2017, when shallow wells tested 
positive for per- and polyfluoroalkyl 
substances, or PFAS, that were used 
at a former fire training site at NASA 
Wallops Flight Facility and are linked 
to human health concerns. 

NASA began supplementing the 
town’s drinking water with Wallops’ 
finished drinking water that spring. 
It has since installed a groundwater 
treatment system to remove PFAS, al- 
lowing Chincoteague to resume use of 
its shallow wells. 

However, the bill supporting that 
transition presented several problems

Initially, it capped the well reloca- 
tion project at $14 million, based on 
a dated cost estimate from 2017, Tol- 
bert said. 

While that language is no longer in- 
cluded, a five-year timeline to design 
and construct the new wells and obtain 
permits is, Tolbert said. 

“The folks I’ve spoken to said this is 
not nearly adequate to get all that do- 
ne, especially the permitting,” he said 
during May’s town council meeting. 

“We still think there’s a little bit 
of room to negotiate that a little 
bit later,” he said in an update this 
month. 

U.S. Sens. Tim Kaine and Mark 
Warner proposed an amendment to 


the National Defense Authorization 
Act that would have allowed NA- 
SA to enter into an agreement with 
Chincoteague to reimburse the town 
for relocating its wells off NASA 
property. 

The changes failed to pass the U.S. 
Senate Committee on Commerce, Sci- 
ence, and Transportation, Tolbert 
said. 

Now, Chincoteague is looking to fu- 
ture legislation to help with its well re- 
location project. 

“There seemed to be confidence 
among all three legislators that this 
language would eventually be includ- 
ed in a bill that would pass Congress,” 
Tolbert said of the two Virginia sena- 
tors and U.S. Rep. Jen Kiggans.

“Twelve families lost loved ones,” 
said Col. Gary T. Settle, Virginia 
State Police superintendent. “Some 
of those tragically lost were young 
people with a full life ahead of them, 
including children who were not wear- 
ing a seat belt or safely secured in a 
child safety restraint. I implore all 
Virginians to wear their seat belts and 
require all those riding with you to do 
the same.” 

Most fatal crashes during the 2022 
holiday weekend occurred around 
Portsmouth and Roanoke.
